There is war in Europe. It may or 
not spread, but at best it threatens to 
be a graye and sanguinary affair. 

What is the cause of the war between 
Austria-Hungary and little Servia? 
What is the cause of a conflict that no 
Bie expected a month ago? Why has 
the aged, the lonely, the much tried em- 
peror-king, Francis Joseph, violently 
broken with his past policies and given 
or countersigned warlike orders? 

The first and obvious answer ie that 
the erime at Sarayevo—the assassination 


parent, Francis Ferdinand, and his 
faithful and devoted consort—is the 
cause of the war. 


HOLDS SERVIA RESPONSIBLE. 
That crime, it is true, was committed 
on Austrian soil, and by very humble 
and insignificant persons, But Austria 
believes and asserts that Servia is mor- 
ally responsible for that foul deed. 

She charges that Servian officials and 
army Officials instigated it, furnished 
the bombs that were used—unsuccess- 
fully, as it happened, for the victims fell 
under the bullets of a pistol—and had 
for years aided and abetted the im- 
placable and bitter anti-Austrian propa- 
ganda that finally led to the tragie event 
at Sarayevo. 

Servia has stoutly and warmly denied 
this. She admitted that societies had 
existed for the carrying on of a relent 
less propaganda against Austria, but she 
professed an entire willingness to sup- 
press them. 

SERVIA PLEADS INNOCENCE. 

Official participation or connivance 
she has disclaimed, pleading that every 
state or government has secret societies 
and conspiracies of all sorts to deal with, 
and that failure to suppress them is no 
evidence of complicity or guilt.

STILL HOPE FOR 
LOCALIZED WAR 


London Hears Austro-Rus- 
sian Negotiations Are 
Progressing. 


GERMAN STAND PLEASES 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, July 28.—Germany paved 
the way for Austria’s declaration of war 
by announcing her rejection of the Brit- 
ish proposal to bring four powers to- 
gether in conference for mediation. 

Germany explained to the public that 
her ally could not be expected to sub- 
mit her acts to an European council as 
if she were one of the Balkan states. 

This announcement preceded the dec- 
laration of war by only two hours and 
gave en exhibition of the perfectly har- 
monious working of the partnership be- 
tween the two nations which stood firm- 
ly together through the Bosnian crisis 
of 1909. 

The next news expected is the occu- 
pation of Belgrade and that even now 
may be an accomplished fact. Reports 
of small encounters along the frontier 
have been permitted to pass the censor, 
but military experts here believe mobili- 
gation already has been effected and 
that a thoroughly planned campaign is 
well under way. 


MAY LOCALIZE WAR.

RUSSIA NOT PREPARED. 


Russia might have attempted to inter- 
vene and use force against Austria at 
that time, although she was by no means 
prepared for a serious war so soon after 
her disastrous defeat at che hands of 
Japan. 

Germany brandished ber sword, told 
Russia to keep her hands off, and the 
accomplished fact was not disturbed. 
Servia knew then that she had lost Bos- 
nia and -Herzegovina—anless the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire should break up, 
as many thought it must break up, upon 
the death of Francis Joseph. But to 
wait for such a possibility was to feed 
on mere crumbs of comfort. 

Servia was helpless and resolved to 
obtain compensation for her loss at the 
expense of Turkey at the firat oppor- 
tunity. The opportunity came with the 
recent war between Turkey and the 
Balkan allies. The victory of the Balkan 
powers was so complete and the terri- 
tory taken so vast that “ there was glory 
enough for all”—glory as well as spoils.

PEACE WORTH DOUBTED 


LONDON, July 2, 3 a. m.—The London 
morning newspapers fully realize the 
gravity of the menace threatening Eu- 
rope.

Austrian Course Not Sudden. 

That Austria two weeks ago was get- 
ting ready to break sharply with Servia 
was indicated by a dispatch received here 
officially today. 

The state department received a mes- 
sage from a vice consul in a remote posi- 
tion of Austria, dated two weeks ago, in 
which the statement was made that a war 
between Servia and Austria seemed im- 
minent. He also stated that the mobiliza- 
tion of troops had begun. 

The presumption here is that the mes. 
faze was officially delayed by Austria be 
cause of the statements it contained, 
‘which, if made public, would have given 
the world an inkling of what was then on 
Toot. 


Declaration Not a Surprise. 

The formal declaration Of war by Aus- 
tria today did not surprise officials here. 
Those who had been closely following 
the developments had already reached the 
conclusion that Austria was determined 
to proceed to crush Servia and that noth- 
ing short of war would satisfy her pur- 
poses. 

It i not seen here how Russia can keep 
out of the conflict, unless she is prepared 
to acknowledge to the world that she does 
not consider herself the leader of the Slay 
nations and the defender of the rights of 
the Siavie peoples. Consequently it is 
believed that the decision for a general 
war or localization of the conflict resis 

largely with Germany. 

It is expected that within a day or two 
Ambassador Dumba, who is at the sum- 
mer embassy of Austria at Manchester- 
by-the-Sea, will forward to the state de- 
partment a copy of the Austrian declara- 
tion of war against Servia. The state de- 
partment will then prepare for issuance 
by the president a formal proclamatios 
of tne United States" neutrality in the 
struggle.

Little Chance for Mediation. 

At the statedepartment today the possi- 
bikty of mediation by the United States 
was pronounced unlikely, much as Secre- 
tary Bryan desires to further his peace 
propaganda. 

It was pointed out that tn none of the 
developing clashes between European 
powers is there anything to mediate. The 
grievances are not specific. 

The nations are quarreling over centu- 
ry old questions of supremacy. Germany 
and Austria already have disclosed their 
intolerance of mediation. The view here 
is that mediation could not be attempted 
even by America until the war should 
pase into a final stage, 

Administration gfficials hold the view 
that if a general European war material- 
izes it will de largely the result of the 
frenzy of armament that has been going 
on in that quarter of the globe. The na- 
tions are topheavy with the implements 
of war and for years have been main- 
tained practically om a war footing at a 
ruinous expense which is constantly in- 
creasing. 


Talk of Separate Kingdom. 
The Slavs have been a growing menace 
to the Austrian government throughout 
the last decade. In the north of the em- 
pire is one group of Slavic peoples headed 
by. the Bohemians and another group 
headed by the Poles. In the south are the 
Serbs and Croatians. 

There has been a recognized movement 
in Austria favoring the formation of a 
southern kingdom of the Serbs and Croat- 
jans, creating thereby a triple monarchy 
in place of the present dual monarchy, 


consisting of Austria and Hungary. 


If the Bohemians and Poles should rise 
in sympathy with the Serviansand Croat- 
ians, the Austrian government would be 
precipitated into a general anti-Slavic war 
in which the pretext for the attack on 


| Servia would be lost sight of. Russia 


would spring to the aid of the Slavs and 
Germany to the aid of Austria, with the 
result of producing a titanic struggle be- 
tween the Germanic and Slavic peopis. 


Russia Cannot Hold Aloof, 

That Russia possibly could keep out of 
the fight even if she were 80 disposed is 
deemed unthinkable. Russian influence 
is dominant in the Balkan states now. 
If she uld refuse to aid Servia and 
allow e kingdom to be crushed 
by Austria the other Balkan states would

The succoring of the Balkan states by 
Russia has been long delayed. In 1908 
Austria, violating the treaty of Berlin 
of 1878, annexed Herzegovina, the scene 
of the recent assassination of the crown 
prince of Austria and his wife. Russia 
could not protect Herzegovina from Aus- 
trian aggression at that time, for she was 
weak from her war with Japan. Now 
Russia is prepared to defend her kin in 
the Balkans. 


Bulgaria’s Course in Doubt. 
The part which Bulgaria may take in 
the potential struggle may prove ex- 
ceedingly interesting. The Bulgarians 
ere of Mongolian origin and have no ties 
with the Slave save those produced by 
propinguity. Whether Bulgaria will be 
drawn into the row, and if so whether she 
will espouse the cause of Russia or Aus- 
tria, are questions on which it is too earty 
to hazard speculation. 

Bulgaria is slowly recovering from a 
devastating war. According to informa- 
tien at the state department there are 
260,000 wounded Bulgarian soldiers still 
in the hospitals. It is assumed that Bul- 
garia under the circumstances will not be 
eager for the fray. 

The war of the Balkan states on Tur- 
key wound up with internecine strife as 
a result of which Servia in her present 


troubles does not enjoy Bulgarian sym- 
pathies to any 5 aire able extent. 


It is considered probable that Bulgaria 
will keep out of the war until she sees a 
chance to win advantage by aiding ore 
antagonist or the other. Whichever 
power—A ustria or Russta—can assure her 
the recovery of that part of Macedoma 
of which she feels she was cheated in the 
late Balkan war is likely to win the sup- 
port of Bulgaria. 


France Fomenting Conflict? 

The information in the possession of 
the state department is that France has 
been fomenting war and preparing her- 
self for this particular confiict for sev- 
eral years. During the last year France 
has been drawing gold from many coup- 
tries, particularly the United States. 

For many years France has been a 
heavy bender of money to Russia. In 
all these loans save the last there was 
a provision that the funds should be ex- 
pended for internal improvements and 
not for military preparation. In the last 
loan to Russia, which was an unusually 
large one, this provision was lacking. 
Russia proceeded to devote the loan al- 
most entirely to military financing. 

This and other moves on the part of 
the republic have led to the belief that

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France is egging Russia om to war with 
ny. 
French Prepared for War. 

France, too, is ready for war. Within 
the last year she has increased the period 
of military service from two to three 
years and the country has been stirred 
with dissension over the extraordinary in- 
creases in the strength of the army and 
nayy at an expense which is becoming a 
serious burden to the country. 

France is a party to the triple entente, 
the terms of which, however, are not co 
binding as are those of the triple alliance. 
It would not be necessarily incumbent 
upon either Great Britain or France to 
take up arms in aid of Russia. Gréat Brit- 
ain would be reluctant but France eager 
to join hands with Russia in the fray. 

It is regarded as likely, however, that 
France would delay any overt move until 


Russia could engage Germany along the | 
entire frontier of the latter. At that | 
psychological moment, it is conceived, | 
France would strike Germany and en- | 
deavor to recover the provinces lost in the 
war of 1870. 
England’s Course a Problem. 

Whether England can keep. out of the 
war is problematical. That Great Britain 
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has been encouraging Russia te take a 
more aggressive stand in Europe, par- 
ticularly against Germany, is undoubted. 
During the last two years the fostering of 
pro-Russian sentiment in England has 
been decidedly noticeable. 

The English public has been informed 
by the government organs that Russia 
is the natural ally, not the rival, of 
Britain. It has been pointed out that the 
interests of the two nations do not con- 
flict anywhere, save, perhaps, in central 
Asia, where, however, the Muscovite has 
given satisfactory evidence of no inten- 
tion to encroach upon India. 

Altogether it looks as if the English 
would like to see Russia put a crimp” 
in the Teutonic power which has inspired 
so much fear of invasion in the “right 
little, tight little iale.“ 


Italy Important Factor. 
Italy. as a member of the triple alliance, 
is under obligation to go to the aid of 
Germany and Austria. Her action in 
the case of a general war will furnish 


the first test of the triple compact.

DOOMS ORGANIZED VICE. | 

“We will never entirely eliminate 
prostitution in Chicago, any more than 
they will in any other large city of the 
country. But we can reduce it to the 
smallest minimum. We can drive it 
under cover, We can keep it off the 
streets and out of public places. 

“We can make it unprofitable for 
those who have capitalized the weak- 
nesses of the unfortunate, so much so 
that what prostitution will remain will 
represent solely the individual sinner 
and not an organization. 

“The pander and the unspeakable 
things that are associated with him are 
going to leave Chicago. 

“Some years ago we feared the re- 
pression plan. They told us it would not 
be safe for decent women to walk on 
the public streets if we closed down the 
red light districts. Many earnest peo- 
ple believed that. But it has been ex- 
ploded as a big fallacy. We haven’t a 
segregated district in Chicago today and 
I am glad of it. 


CHICAGO CLEANEST CITY. 

“Chicago is cleaner today than any other 
large city in the United States. It is get- 
ting better every day. It will be a better 
and cleaner place one year from now 
than it is today. And throughout this 
healthy progress we have seen every de- 
fense of the segregation plan knocked 
over. 

There isn’t anything that a conscien- 
tious person can say now in support of 
segregation. Repression is the only et- 
fective way of handling it and repression 
means treating it just as any other crime 
is treated. 

“The European cities have failed 
wretchedly in handling this problem, if 
the Rockefeller foundation reports are 
reliable. Berlin, for instance, has more 
prostitutes unregistered and unhampered 
than it has registered ones. What does 
that mean? It means the unregistered 
women are free to flaunt the social evil 
with impunity, while the police make an 
effort merely to track the licensed ones. 


Calls Regulation a Farce. 

“It's a farce. It doesn’t mean any- 
thing at all in the line of intelligent treat 
ment of the big question. 

“TI have come to the conclusion that 
any effort to regulate the traffic, instead 
of eliminate it, is futile. The city can- 
not afford to go into partnership with 
any such scheme. It cannot license it nor 
can it condone it. There is no such thing 
as regulation. You either protect it or 
stamp it out. What we've got to do is 
stamp it out.’

* Some people have said it was my habit 
to get in behind public opinion,”’ he said.

What Is Gluten? 


BOOK on bread making purchased 
at a bakery exhibition in London 
seems to compare unfavorably 
with such an American book as 
that by Emil Braun, “ Economy 

and System in the Bakery.“ The former 
tolls us a great deal about shapes, and 
about things that have been known for 
hundreds of years, while the latter goes 
into the chemistry of bread-making. 

Our domeszle science teachers, whe 
are instructing their young pupils of the 
constitution of things, have them find the 
giutenin flour. They usually wash a ball 
of K under a faucet until they get 6 
sticky, stringy mass. 
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The baker experiments with hie flour 
in the same way. Mr. Braun gives exact 
measurements of flour and water to tes 
in hie chapter on gluten, which is enly a 
mall amount, measured by grams, and 
my that the water for washing should 
never, except in one case, be above 65 de- 
grees. In washing it out of fermented 
dough it must be below 45 degrees. He 
gays of flour as to ite gluten content: 

“The larger per cent of high priced 
flours are put out ae short patents. The 
giuten in them isa better quality than in 
the longer patents, even though there 
may not be as much of it. The better the 
quality of gluten, the shorter fermenting 
period is necessary, or the less time the 
dough needs to stand.“ 

If a dough with good giuten stands too 
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giuten, and the result is a darker and 
Smaller boat. 

In answer to the question as to what 
giuten is, Mr. Braun tells how much at- 
tention and discussion it has attracted in 
bakers’ trade jourmals and at conventions. 
He gays: 

“It has been called the ‘ backbone of 
cereals,’ the ‘lean meat of the vegetable 
kingdom,’ the prince of proteins, etc. 
As a fact it stands related to the vege- 
table kingdom as does albumin to the 
animal king@om. However, in no other 
cereal or plant is gluten so prominent and 
important as in the wheat and the flour 
made therefrom.” 


„ 


Immediately following this is the state- 
ment that gluten is made up of two sub. 
gtances, one of which ls granular, tough, 
rubbery, and of dead gray color, while 
the other is sticky and acts like glue. 
After giving many tests and comparisons, 
he says: 

“The éfficiency of a baker in gluten 
testing makes him a good judge of flour 
and will surely make him some meney. 
How often does the baker condemn the 
flour or yeast, when his bread does not 
come out all right, although he thinks he 
used everything the same as usual. With 
a few careful tests he may find that by 
changing te proportions of different 
Hours in his blend, or by giving some 
dough more or lese time than usual, he 
will obtain the same results as before. 
Besides the character of the gluten, the 
study of gas and heat developed in the 
doughs during fermentation is very im-

LETTER FROM MISSING MAN 
MAY SOLVE OVERBOARD CRY. 


John Harrison, 84 Years Old, Wrote 
Daughter He Had Placed Twenty 
Pounds of Lead in Pockets. 


Saturday morning John Harrison, 84 
years old, left his residence at 4140 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and disappeared. His 
daughter received a letter from him at 
Michigan City Monday morning. It had 
been mailed Saturday. 

“I have put twenty pounds of lead in 
my pockets, and when you get this I will 
be under 110 feet of water,“ the letter said.

PARIS, July 28.—At the hour when the 

first news of Austria's declaration of war 

against Servia was received at the em- 
bassies the Chicago’civic commission was

mal addresses of compliment with Paris 

officials. The greetings concluded, Am- 
bassador Herrick said: 

Gentlemen, news of the gravest char- 
acter has just been received on what can- 
not but be regarded as the most moment- 
ous situation in modern European his- 
tory.” 

A deep hush followed the reading, but 
the Frenchmen’s faces betrayed sadness 
and concern. 

Mesers, Carter, Shannon Beckwitb 
and Healy were caught in am open car- 
riage on the boulevards amid an an- 
war demonstration last night. Ald. Healy 
joimed the crowd in crying “a bas la 
guerre,“ with the result that there was a 
vociferous demonstration in honor of “les 
Americans.” Healy, resplendent in even- 
ing dress, stood up in the carriage bowing 
right and left in recognition of the cheer- 
ing, and the carriage was followed for 
blocks by the crowd. 


Nance Studies Vice Conditions. 

Nance came in after a long day gather- 
ing statistics and making observations of 
vice conditions with his «ars ringing with 
the heartrending cries of girls recom- 
mitted to the hospital prison of St. La- 
gare. These girls are diseased prosti- 
tutes who, after being arrested had been 
committed to St. Lazare for treatment 
and after a certain time sent to the mu- 
nicipal doctors for a verdict as to the 
completion of the cure. Many had to be 
recommitted, and Ald. Nance said this 
was pitiful beyond description. 

Dr. Nance’s investigations show that 
prostitution is not legally forbidden in 
Paris except in the case of minors. A 
policeman can only touch his cap, take a 
girl's name and address, and let the mat- 
ter drop. The authorities now are trying 
to obtain a law for the protection of 
minors. 


Paris Finds Hard Problem. 

The whole question is a source of much 
anxiety. Girls are permitted to solicit 
between 8 and 12 o'clock at night. Be- 
fore or after these hours they are ar- 
rested, or if at any time they solicit ina 
scandalous manner. Nearly 200 are ar- 
rested nightly. Any found to be diseased 
are sent to St. Lazare and kept there 
until cured. If a girt refuses to be exam- 
ined she cannot legally be compelled to 
submit, but she is detained until she 10 
tired out. 

This matter has a Chicago application, 
as our medical officers have been seeking 
the corporation counsel's opinion on a 
girl’s right to refuse to be examined. 

„There are 6,000 registered prostitutes 
in Paris, and how many more not regi» 
tered nobody knows,” said a French o- 
cial. 


Many Arrests Every Year. 

No girl not registered can enter a 
brothel, which is a good thing, said Ald. 
Nance, because it makes white slavery 
lees easy. There are only thirty-four 
brothels in Paris, but there are 250 houses 
of assignation. The resorts are not 
licensed, but are regulated. 

There were 45,000 arrests for soliciting 
last year and 9,000 convictions, the pen- 
alty being from four to fifteen days in 
jail. 3 

Ald. Nance thinks that owing to the 
relatively few cases of disease discovered 
in Paris the medical examination must be 
farcical and conducted so carelessly from 
a prophylactic standpoint that it is more 
@ menace than a protection.
